The laziest man in the world—lazier 
even than Mark Twain professes to be— 
is‘at Jerseytille, Ll., 40 miles northeast 
of St. Louis. His name is John Mum- 
cra and he has been in bed 10 years be- 
cause he is unwilling to comply with 
the rules of the Jersey County Farm 
which say that everyone living there 
shall rise at § a. m. 

‘Mumcra is not sick. Though he is & 
years old, his hair and mustache are 
raven black and his appetite is good. 
In the long perfod during which he has 
lain in bed. he has never shown signs of 
impatience or restlessness except when 
his meals have not been served 
promptly. 

Before he went to the County Farm in 
the spring of 1899, Mumecra lived in a 
little hut in the outskirts of Jerseyville, 
but he was in no sense a hermit or a 
recluse. He made frequent visits to 
the town, mingling with the citizens 
there, and among a certain coterie of 
convivial spirits he was known as a 
“good fellow.” 

Complained at Rising Hour. 

He was a voluntary applicant for per- 
mission to live at the farm. The rec- 
ords show that he is entered as a bach- 
elor with no living relatives. 

Before. he had been at the farm a 
week he complained that the rising hour 
was too early. One morning he failed 
to take his place at the breakfast table. 

Richard Mourning, superintendent of 
the farm, ‘went to his room. 

“Time to get up,”’ he said. 

“I’m not going to get up at 5 o’clock 
in the morning for anybody,’ replied 
John. 

“You'll have to,” said Mourning. 
“That made John real angry. Shaking 
his finger at the superintendent he ex- 
claimed: 

“I'll never get up any more. I might 
as well stay in bed.

PARIS, March 13.—Fernand Ravenez, 
a wealthy young Parisian, committed 
Suicide at Monte Carlo last night under 


sensational circumstances, 
The young man gave a supper to a 


number of his friends, at which the 
pleasure was fast and furious. Several 
times in the evening Ravenez .eried: 
“This is nothing; a big surprise is 
awaiting you at the end.”” At dawn, 
when the party was separating Rave- 
nez shouted: ‘Now for the great surg 
prise.” P 

At’ the same time he arose abruptly 
and walked toward the gypsy orchestre, 
which was playing a Hungarian rhap- 
scdy. His friends, expecting a practical 
joke, watched him expectantly. They 
were stupefied to ‘see him suddenly place 
a pistol to his temple and fire. He fell 
dead. 

The only reason for’ this act is de- 
scribed as ‘sheer boredom.’ Ravenez 
was Only 20 years old and he had been 
a familiar figure on the Paris boule- 
vards, where his liking for vivid cloth- 
ing attracted attention, ‘Three years 
ago the young man figured in a sen- 
sational duel. He challenged a pro- 
fessional swordsman as a result of a 
cafe -quarrel, but the swordsman re- 
fused to fight on the ground Ravenez 
had not yet reached his majority. Un- 
daunted, » Ravenez issued a challenge 
dated the day he was 18 years old and 
he devoted the intervening time to rig- 
orcus training. 

When he finally did meet his adver- 
sary on the field, the contest was of the 
fiercest character and it ended by Ra- 
vendez plunging his sword eight inches 
into his opponent’s body.

Petrosini was the Black Hand expert 
of the New York police department and 
was a terror to Italian criminals.

NEW YORK, March 13.—Theodore 
Roosevelt made. it known last night that 
he may again be a candidate for Presi- 
dent of the United States. The admia- 
sion was made at the reception tendered 
him by his townsfolk at Oyster Bay. 

One of the first to greet the ex-Presi- 
dent was a tall young negro. As Mr. 
Roosevelt shook hands the negro said: 

‘I’ve carried the Roosevelt banner in 
two campaigns, and I hope I shall have 
the honor of doing so again.” 

To this Mr. Roosevelt replied, smil- 
ingly: 

“Time alone will tell whether you are 
to be afforded that opportunity.”’ 

Later in the evening the former. Presi- 
dent of the United States suffered a 
rude shock. Fully 1500 persons, nearly 
the whole population of Oyster Bay, had 
passed in front of Mr. Roosevelt, and 
the end of the line was in sight. A 
young man who had been standing near 
tne newspaper reporters throughout the 
reception, and had worked with dili- 
gence making notes, took his place to- 
ward the rear of the handshaking line. 
In a minute or two he was face to face 
with the ex-President. 

Emphasizes the “Yar,”’ 

Smiling engagingly, Mr. Rooseve't 
thrust out his hand, and for the fifteen- 
hundredth time in 60 minutes said: “I 
am very happy to see yar,”’ emphasizing 
the “‘yar.”’ 

But to the grea: astonishment of Mr. 
Roosevelt, instead of grasping the hand 
of the man in front of him, his fingers 
closed on a smali roll of paper which 
the stranger had deftly thrust into the 
former President’s waiting hand. At the 
same instant the man said: “I serve 
yéu with a subpena, Mr. Roosevelt—’’ . 
He was about to say more, but two local 
huskies who had _ constituted them- 
selves a body guard for the former 
President and had stood on either side 
of him throughsut the reception, made 
a #¢imultaneous jump for the process 
server. It took them about three sec- 
onds to hustle him out of the back 
door into the darkness of the night. 

Mr. Roosevelt was angry clear 
through. Mrs. Roosevelt was standing 
just behind him ond seemed to get some 
amusement out or the incident, for she 
smiled when she got a glimpse of the 
frowning face of her husband. 

Mr. Roosevelt soon recovered his good 
nature. He took one glance; at the sub- 
pena, and, thrusting it into his pocket, 
said: 

“Oh, it's that old Fads and Fancies 
cases. They can geti\my deposition any 
time they want ie come down here.” 

The subpena commanded the appear- 
ance of Mr. Roosevelt as a witness. in 
a suit for $6000 damages brought by 
Peter A. Juley « photographer, against 
the Town Topics Publishing Co., which 
brought out “Fads and Fancies.”’ 

‘The book contained three photographs 
of President Roosevelt. One of these 
pictures was made by Mr. Juley and’ was 
copyrighted.

Saturday, ‘“‘and there has been so much 
doubt whether, if I withdrew, the mat- 
ter could be settled to the satisfaction 
of the physicians, that I shall not tuke 
the initiative toward withdrawing.”

A rich old miser, Bernard Spinner, was 
found Saturday sick and almost dead 
from exposure in his little shanty of 
two rooms a half mile east of Upper 
Alton. Supervisor Ford of that town- 
ship was notified of his condition and 
drove out with an ambulance to take 
him to the St. Joseph's Hospital in 
Alton. When Spinner learned that he 
would have to pay for his care in the 
hospital he refused to go. ° 

Spinner lay upon a bed of straw ina 
corner. Above the bed was a large hols 
in the roof through which the cold rains 
had poured and his straw pallet and. his 
clothing were soaked. He was so sick 


and stiff with cold that he could not 


move. His horse and two cows and dog 
were almost starved. 

Spinner owns 80 acres of land that is 
estimated at $20,000, and it is said he 
has a large sum of money in the bank. 
He told Supervisor Ford that he would 
not pay for a doctor or a nurse er for 
any medicine. 

‘If you buy medicine for me you will 
have to pay for it yourself,’’ he told the 
Supervisor. 

‘But you will die if you are left here,”’ 
said Ford. 

Preferred Death to Spending. 

“I would rather die than waste my 
money for doctors’ stuff,’’ Spinner an- 
swered., 

Uniess Mr. Ford can persuade him to 
go to the hospital he will remove him to 
the County Poorhouse until he recovers 
and will then begin proceedings in court 
to make him pay for his care. 

Spinner is a gardener who has ped- 
died vegetables for many years.

Getting no 
answer, he opened the door and went 
in. The room was filled with gas. 
Dragon lay face down on the floor and 
Ackley lay on his back: beside him as 
if they had awakened when partly over- 
come by the gas and had crawled out 
of bed and tried to reach the door.

End of a Lon 

The ordinance under 
Wells made the appointments was ap 
proved two weeks ago. The confirms- 
tion of the appointments will mark the 
end of the long struggle for a Public 
Service Commission, the creation .of 
which has been repeatedly urged by the 
Post-Dispatch, whose efforts in that line 
were followed by the passage of the h‘': 
in the Municipal Assembly. 

The commission now will become a 
permanent institution in St. Louis, un- 
less the act under which it is to be 
established is repealed in the creation 
of a similar commission to act for the 
wnole State, as the bill now pending 
inthe Legislature provides. 

Each of the commissioners is to re- 
ceive $2400 a year as salary, and, it is 
said at the City Hall, will be regarded 
as a public officer in the meaning of 
the charter, and thus required to devote 
his entire time to his office. 

Has Power of Court of Record, 

The duties of the commission will be 


to collect all data which sheds light on 
the conduct of public utility corpora- 


tions in St. Louis with regard to rates 
charged or the character of service 
rendered. Violations of corporate char- 
ters by such companies will also be 
within the jurisdiction of the commis- 
sion to inquire into and report to the 
Municipal Assembly. 

To enable it to carry out these func- 
tions, the commission will have all the 
powers of a court of record in subpe- 
naing witnesses. Its subpenas will be 
placed in the hands of the City Mar- 
shal for service and its summonses 
must be obeyed or the person sum- 
raoned will render himself liable to pun- 
ishment for contempt. 

It is provided in the ordinance that 
the commission shall have $26.000 an- 
nually for its expenses, of which it is 
tu be the sole judge. The salary of the 
secretary, as well as all other em- 
ployes of the commission are to be 
fixed by the commission itself and paid 
ouc of the annual appropriation of $26,- 
000. . 

The three appointees to the Commis- 
sion all have declined to announce any 
plans or policies. Mr. Hornsby, ‘who 
lives at 4255 Virginia avenue, said: 

“I told Mayor Wells I would accept 
his appointment, although he did not tell 
me who the other members were to be. 
So, I can’t say much apout the Commis- 
sion. It will be my purpose, however, 
to be fair and impartial as between the 
people and the companies. I shall try 
to be conservative and just, giving ev- 
ery proposition a thorough investigation 
before indorsing “it.’’ 

Mr. Allison, who has been a resident 
of St. Louis since 1898, was one of the 
corps of engineers who helped construct 
the World’s Fair. He lives at 721 Good- 
fellow avenue. He was asked Saturday 
if he had any ideas regarding public 
utility questions that he, would try to 
put into effect. He said he had not. 

Wants te Study Questions. 

“It would be premature and improper 
for me to express any ideas about such 
matters,”’ he said. ‘‘I was appointed to 
study the questions involved, and I have 
not studied them,yet. I have no ‘vievs’ 
and it would be folly for me to try to 
forecast what I wourd do. 

“I did not seek the office; but natur 
ally was gratified at the honor done me 
and pleased at this opportunity to serve 
the people of St. Louis: The work to be 
done ought to prove exceedingly inter- 
esting and I shall devote myself to it, if 
my appointment is confirmed, faithfully 
and conscientiously.”

Bam- 
brick Construction Co. on leaving the 
jail Friday evening gave Jailer Woif 
all the cigars which business friends 
had sent him during his four days’ im- 
prisonment. He told the Jailer to help 
himself, supply the guards and distrib- 
ute the cigars among the prisoners. 

_ There were several boxes of the ci- 
gars, and they more than went ‘round 
among the inmates, with two for some 
of the oldest and best behaved. 
Prisoners Feast on Fruit. Also, 

Besides the cigar treat, Bambrick left 
behind a quantity of fruit which had 
been sent in to him. He had eaten 
hardly any of it. The apples, oranges 
and bananas were given to the oecu- 
pants of the cells nearest Bambrick’s, 
and to the few pripovers who did sot 
smoke. 

Bambrick. was sentenced to five days 
in jail for contempt of court, because 
of the manner itn: which he operated his 
quarry on Florissant avenue after 
neighbors had obtained injunctions 
against him. 

He entered jail Monday night, but 
Monday was counted as a day, and he 
was accordingly freed at sundown Fri- 
day. He went with his two sons in an 
automobile to his handsome home, 5229 
St. Louls avenue. 


Bambrick Eats Only Jail Fare. 
During his four days in jail, Bam- 
brick subsisted entirely on jail fare. On 
Wednesday and Friday, Lenten fast 
days, he ate much less than the other 
prisoners. He at no time sent out for 


“any food, nor was any, except the fruit, 


sent to him. 

Being compelled after two years’ re- 
sistance to go to jail, he determined to 
live as the poorest of his fellow pris- 
oners lived, and, although he is 60 years 
old, he carried out his resolve.

He may 
do what such men as Marconi, Edison, Morse and 
Franklin did when after going as high as they 
could reach into the confusion of “higher edu- 
cation,” they turned back continually to the first 
grade to learn what they had left behind of the 
meaning of what no one “at the top” could un- 
derstand.

Who gave St. Louis municipal street sprinkling 
and street cleaning, and to what factor more than 
any other is due the work of street construction 
which has transformed the city’s thoroughfares? 

Who obtained dollar gas for St. Louis and has 
led the people’s fight for a fair deal from public 
service monopolies? The utilities commissions of 
the larger cities and the State Utilities Commis- 
sion bill are the fruits of the Post-Dispatch’s 
labors.

interests. Those who are hard hit by exposures 
of evil abuses, injustices, corruptions affecting the 
municipality, are prone to the opinion that the 
}published facts are derogatory to the ¢ity. 

The boodlers and their allies made this plea 
for the suppression of the facts about boodling 
—their ‘publication would injure the reputation 
of the city. It is invariably the plea against 
publicity of interests fattening upon the spoils of 
privilege or abuse. But publicity in such cases 
is necessary to the city’s growth, to the elimi- 
nation of ills which, if continued, would sap its 
vitality and destroy its prosperity. — 

We cannot conceive of facts the publication of 
which would be derogatory to a city. If the facts 
relate to conditions that injure the city, the soon- 
er citizens know of their existence, realize their

f all the subjects which seem to 
: have attracted the attention of 
the public to the affairs of the 
‘tandard Oil Co., the matter of rebates 
rom railroads has perhaps been upper- 
«st. The Standard Oil Co. of Ohio, 
f which I was president, did receive re- 
tes from the railroads prior to ‘1880, 
‘ut received no advantages for which 
‘+ did not give full compensation. The 
season for rebates was that such was 
he railroads method of business. A 
vitblic rate was made and collected by 
-he railroad companies, but, so far as 
ny knowledge extends, was seldom re- 
inined in full; a portion of it was repaid 
.o the shippers as a rebate. By this 
method the real rate of freight which 
iny shipper paid was not known by his 
cornpetitors nor by other railroad com- 
panies, the amount being a matter of 
burgain with the carrying company. 
ach shipper made the best bargain that 
he could, but whether he was doing bet- 
ter than his competitor was only a 
matter of conjecture. Much depended 
upon whether the shipper had the ad- 

vantage of competition of carriers. 
The Standard Oil Co. of Ohio, being 
ituated at Cleveland, had the advan- 
tage of different carrying lines, as well 
as of water transportation in the sum- 
mer; taking advantage of those facili- 
ties, it made the best bargains possible 
for its freights. Other companiés sought 
to do the same. The Standard gave ad- 
vantages to the railroads for the purpose 
ot reducing the cost of transportation of 
freight. It offered freights in large quan- 
tity, car loads and train loads. It fur- 
nished loading facilities and discharging 
facilities at great cost. It provided reg- 
ular traffic, so that a railroad could 
conduct its transportation to the best 
aivantage and use its equipment to the 
full extent of its hauling capacity with- 
out waiting for the refiner’s convenience. 
It exempted raflroads from liability for 
tire and carried its own insurance. It 
provided at its own expense terminal 
facilities which permitted economies in 
handling.

HE building of the pipe lines intro-

hy hauling in tank cars in a railroad 
train the development of the pipe line 
was inevitable. The question was sim- 
ply whether the oil traffic was sufficient 
in volume to make the investment profit- 
able. When pipe lines had been built to 
ol! fields where the wells had ceased to 
yield, as often happened, they were 
about the most useless property imagin- 
able. 

An interesting feature developed 
through the relations which grew up be- 
tween thé railroads and the pipe lines. 
In many cases it was necessary to com- 
bine the facilities of both, because the 
pipes reached only part of the way, and 
from the place where ihey ended the 
railroad carried the oil to its final des- 
tination. In some instances a railroad 
had formerly carried the oil the entire 
distance upon an agreed rate, but now 
that this oil was partly pumped by pipe 
lines and partly carried by rail, the 
freight payment was divided between the 
two. But, as a through rate had been 
provided, the owners of the pipe line 
agreed to remit a part of its charges 
to the railroad, so we had cases where 
the Standard paid a rebate to the rail- 
road instead of the reverse—but I do not 
remember having heard any compleint 
of this coming from the students of 
these complicated subjects.

“American shares were for the most 
part somewhat heavy in the Lond 1 
stock market and for no other particu- 
lar reagon the local stock market opened 
generally at small declines from yes- 
terday’s closing figures. Virtually nott:- 
ing was done @ere for foreign account 
and a number of the arbitrage houses 
did not even take the pains to cabic 
for quotations. 

‘“‘The local stock market sagged awey 
slowly from the initial prices on noth- 
ing more than a nominal volume of 
business. 

“Before the close of the first hour, 
however, there took place an exceed- 
ingly sharp break in, the wWabash 
shares, which made those stocks the 
conspicuous features of the whole mar- 
ket. There appeared to be no spetial 
reason for the decline in the Wabash 
so far at any rate, as was a matter 
of general information. 

“Other rather heavy features of the 
railway list were Erie common, St. Paul 
and Southern Railway. The traction 
shares were heavy in common with the 
London market and price movements in 
the induégtrial and miscellaneous shares 
were along similar lines. Reading was 
not particularly affected by the tangle 
in the negotiations between the coal 
operators and the miners and otherwise 
there was no actual news and no gossip 
of interest or novelty relating to one 
stock or another.

Court, sitting at Kansas City, handed 
down a decision adverse to the State of 
Missouri in the litigation brought by 
the railways against the 2-cent passen- 
ger fare law passed by the Legislature 
about two years ago. 

“Of even greater moment from a cer- 
tain point of view, at all events, was 
the final abandonment by the Federal 
authorities of the prosecution of the 
Standard Wil Co. in the so-called $29,- 
000,000 fine case, although, as a matter 
of fact, the dismissal of the suit really 
occurred in a retrial of the original al- 
leged rebating case. 


Wheat Setback Helpful, 

“The Government crop report pub- 
lished on Monday had the beneficial 
effect of administering a severe setback 
to the inordinate bullish manipulation 
in wheat, inasmuch as it showed that 
the supplies of the staple remaining in 
the hands of the farmers was only about 
5,000,000 bushels less than at the same 
time a year ago, whereas a very much 
larger decrease in the supplies had been 
predicted and had formed the basis for 
the active speculation in wheat. 

“Gold exports to South America were 
continued and for. the first time in some 
fifteen months or thereabut there have 
taken place direct shipments of the 
metal to London. It would be , easy, 
though, to exaggerate the importance 
of this last-named circumstance because 
as a matter of fact all movements of 
gold in or out of the country are ac- 
tually determined by the state of the 
sterling exchange market. 

“The present state of that’ market in- 
dicates further that fairly large ex- 
ports of gold will be carried on during 
the spring. 

“The country’s exports of its various 
chief commodities continue to .show 
large decreases. Exports of grain have 
been hampered by the very high prices 
for wheat and corn, while the value of 
the exports of cotton has, of course, 
been greatly diminished by the low 
prices for that staple. 

“Tt would be almost superfluous to 
add that the outward movement of gold 
has been éxpedited by the very low 
rates for money prevailing in the local 
market. Up to this time the money 
market has afforded not the faintest 
Bae ag t Bi to the exports of gold. 

w Rates for Money,
